*1 he book, entitled “Post 
Mortem, ** was published private- 
ly by Weisberg, who also has 
published a series of books called 
“Whitewash," which also disputed 
the Warren Commission findings. 

Weisberg said his latest book 
includes evidence he obtained by 
filing law suits under the Freed- 
om of Information Act. As a result

turned over to the author. 

WEISBERG SAID that the com- 
mission never obtained the 


investigation. 

He also said one of the do : . 
who participated in the autopsy on 
the late president Inter burned hi- 
notes and a preliminary diaft of 
the autopsy report. Weisberg 
called that “ a major flaw in any 
kind of investigation." 

THE PROPOSED outline re. 
commended that the report in- 
clude evidence of Oswald's 
ownership of the rifle, his pres- 
ence on the sixth floor of the 
Texas School Depository building, 
his actions after the assassination, 
and his statements after his arrest.
